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ABSTBACT 

A study vas conducted to deteritine the major 
characteristics of those students who graduated from the seven Mavaii 
community colleges during fiscal year (FY) 1960. The study revealed 
that a total of 2,163 students graduated between July 1979 and June 
I960, representing an bfi decrease over the previous year. Factors 
contributing tc this decline included an increased proportion of 
part-time students, a lighter credit load carried by both full* and 
Fart*time students, and an increased proportion of non*classified 
students. Of the dlplcmas awarded, 46% vere for Associate in Science 
degrees, 31X vere for Associate in Arts degrees, and 21X vere 
Certificates cf Achievement* Liberal arts vas the most popular 
program (709 diplomas were avarded) , folloved by secretarial science 
(122 diplomas), accounting (120), auto mechanics (106), food service 
(93), clerical (90), mid*management (60), practical nursing (67), 
hotel operations (5t() , and electronics (53), Distribution of 
graduates by sex varied by campus and program: females comprised 66X 
and 99X cf the graduates in health and secretarial programs, 
respectively, and males comprised 64% cf the gratduates in technology 
prcgrams* , Data tables provide a breaXdovn of findings by campus and 
by student sex and program, in additicn, figures are compared with 
similar data collected annually since ft 1976. (JP)

sex and program. Data on graduates are requested by nwierous public and 
private agencies since euch data serve as indicators of possible manpoMBr 
siqpply in different ooci^tional areas and are also regarded as one of the 
''outputs*' of the colleges. 

Sources of Data 

Data on current graduates were extracted from ocn^ter report 2527 ^ 
"Distribution of Graduates," dated Jtdy 2, 1980; histOTioal data, from 
OOIRP 124*, "Oonmanity College Graduates, July 1979." Infonnation cited 
in the ^^pendixes vas stdbmitted by the registrars and/or deans of instructicn. 



Highlights 

1. A total of 2,183 graduates ves reported for fiscal year 1980 (July 1, 1979 - 
June 30, 1980). 

This r^jresents a decline of 8% (181) over the niiuber of graduates 
report&di for the previous fiscal year (2,364) . An analysis by 
canpus shows the nixrber of graduates decreased at every catt^nis, 
roughly fcora 3% to 19%. 

Sone of the factors that probably affected graduation figures 
are: (1) the increasing pcoporticn of part-tiite students; 
(2) a generally lifter credit load carried by both full- and 
part-tijie students; (3) increasing prcporticn of unclassified 
students. 

2. nunber of diplomas awarded exceeded graduates by 104. Since 96 graduates 
earned two or more diplanaSf the number of diplomas aMarded totaled 2,287. 

Of these, 711 (31%) were Associate in Arts; 1,096 (48%) were Associate in 
SciCToe and 480 (21%) were Certificates of Achievement. 

3. The data for the comnunity college system indicate that the graduates 
ware evenly distributed, by sex. As expected, however, the distril>ution 
of graduates by sex vairied by caninjs and program but the patterns were 
siitdlar to those noted previously: (a) male graduates outnuidbered females 
at Honolulu by 3:1 while at Kapiolani, famle graduates outnuntered 
inales by a ratio of 2:1; (b) female graduates ocnprised 86% of the 
graduates in health programs and 99% of the graduates in secretarial- 
clerical programs \idhile male graduates conprised 84% of the graduates 

in the technology programs. 



yoonmmity college totals differ in CC-IRP 124, as well as in CC-IRPs 91, 103^ 
and 113. This report does not include graduates of Hawaii Ocranunity College.

5. m addition to the AK^ AS degrees and Certificates of Achiewesnent^ 
several canpuses awarded Certificates of Completion to students who 
enrolled In and ocitpleted certain sequences of "skill" courses for 
iirmediate etrployment or i?)grading In a particular job. A total of 
240 Certificates of Oorcpletian was awarded during fiscal year 1980. 

(This is 82% more than the nuirtoer reported last year^ 132.)

The niinber of ocmtiunity college graduates decreased by 8% this fiscal 
year (from 2^364 to 2^183). Probably affecting graduation figures were 
factacs such as more part-time and unclassified students and a gener2UJ.y 
lighter credit load carried by stuients. Tbe data shew patterns similar 
to previous years In terms of program and canpus. As mentioned above^ the 
Information is useful for various purposes such as responding to inquiries 
from other agencies and ^camining progrean and cucriculun requirements.
